MRS. FLORENCE MAYBRICK 


Washington, Aug. 22.—The cabinet 
session Tuesday practically opened con­ 
sideration of the momentous questions 
growing out of the capture of Pekin 
and the wur in China. 
Until Tuesday's 
session the absorbing question has been 
the safety of Minister Conger and the 
legationers at Pekin, 
Now, however, 
that has given place to problems of a 
more intricate and farreaching channe­ 
ler, touching the very existence of the 
C hinese empire, and the jxtrt which the 
American government is to take in the 
reconstruction of that country. 
The meeting was devoted entirely to 
the Chinos*! situation. Secretaries Hay 
and Root, who have lx*»n most active in 
directing affairs, were absent from the 
city so that the attendance was compar­ 
atively small, the president having with 
him Secretaries Gage, Hitchcock and [home office or anyone. 
Wilson aud Postmaster General Smith. 
Several questions were awaiting atten­ 
tion. 
First of these was the application 
of Li Hung Chang for the appointment 
of Minister Conger or some other com­ 
missioner to negotiate for the cessation 
of hostilities.

With the recognized ruler in flight, no 
one seems to know who, if anybody, is 
directing its affairs, as Ch'ua is an ab­ 
solute monarchy, without any legisla­ 
tive brauoh, the emperor and empress 
dowager are all powerful and practi­ 
cally they are the empire of China. 
Under the present remarkable conditions 
the United States will act with cantion 
in whatever steps it may take toward a 
solution of the pending problems. 
In the meantime there is reason to be­ 
lieve that the United States aud all the 
powers interested will keep their armed 
forces on the ground, so that order may 
be maintained and at least a semblance 
of stable government brought out of the 
existing chaos. 
The reply of this government to the 
appeal of the viceroys of Nankin and 
Hunan that 110 indignities be offered the 
emperor and empress dowager is a for­ 
mal acknowledgement of the receipt of 
the communications that no indignity 
would be offered the persons of their 
majesties. 
T'his reply is couched in the 
polite language of diplomacy, but it is 
understood that this does not in any 
way commit the government to refrain 
from imposing on the emperor and em­ 
press dowager any penalty that subse­ 
quently might be decided upon in case 
it is proved that they were directly re­ 
sponsible for recent atrocities.
